Southern Idaho.

We begin to meet and overtake freight wag- 


ons which ply between Kelton,"Utah, and Boise 
City. All kinds of merchandise aro transported 
in this way, and the traffic is immense 
From 


Bix to eight spans of mules or horeea, all driven 
with one rein called a "jerk line," are attached 
to two or three huge wagons, which are lashoi 
together by the tongues. 
Tho gooda aro cov- 


ered from the sun and dust. 
Tho driver de- 


pends on riding the near wheolor, postillion 
fashion. Beside the rein which ho holds, a 
rope is attached to tho brake of each wagon, 
aud by a dextrous movement of tho lolt htiud, 
he places them in use when dc-it-ending the 
hills along tbe load. 
The leaders in harness 


have an arch arranged over the shoulders, in 
which depend five silver bells; their musical 
tinlde is very pleasant to the ear, andsiid to be 
a great incentive to exertion with the remainder 
of tho team. 


Oxen aro also much used for transpoi ting 


goods across the country, and these form long 
caravans, often numbering eighteen to each 
outfit of throe wagoun, and perhaps twenty 
wagons in the procession. They carry groat 
ifon-bound casts for water, holding forty gal- 
lons each, as the slow rate at which they tiavel 
often compels them to make wliat is known as 
a dry camp, i. e., to lie over night at A place 
destitute of water. These caravi'OT may be 
seen moving slowly across the deserts, l.iden 
with every commodity known to civib/.atiou 
Sometimes a whole train is owned by one por- 
eon, who accompanies the drivers mi Hie iour- 
nev. Wo met one such instance. Tho propri- 
etor was sitting, or rather reelinin?, in a light 
spring wagon, with a handsomely Bound vol- 
ume of poetry, which ho TV as perusing. It was 
odd to see a, man engaged in literary piirsuns 
under such untoward circnmatanoaa. but serves 
to illustrate the indomitable spirit which per- 
vades tho western man. 
It is estimated that the drivers or 


train walk the whole distance of the journey 
five times, as thoyaie required to paso ami 
repass their animals continually, to bo always 
present with each yoke, Lo direct, to chooi, to 
anathematize, or to goad them on their v;ay;

road attests their fulfillment of the conditions 
In eonio rocky canons, where the roadway is 
too narrow to allow two teams abreast, a mes- 
senger is sent ahead by the freighter, who 11 
to descend the hill to prevent tin nnplcanaul 
encounter; the law of tho road give^ tho^ right 
of way to the man on the upper side. When a 
long train enters one of those guiges, the 
freighter waiting at the foot ha1) uojd of groat 
patience to catry him pleasantly through tho

Many farms are in- 
undated. 
The fences have been swept 
away, stock has beeu drowned and the 
lives of the inhabitants Imperiled.

the sufferers."

Presbyterian Church,

"Let tho whole country demand that a list 


of tho uum •» of all army pensioners shall be 
published once- a year, so that frauds may be 
ill-touted." 


Yes, lot it be published. 
It is the 


roll cf honor, the noblest in the his- 
tory of the world. 
But let it bo 


published, if at all, for honor and 
not for shame. 
It ia well enough 


'that, in these days when the Govern- 
ment ha 3 more money than it knows 
what to do with, and is wasting it by 
the tent) of millions of dollars on 
river an-i harbor improvements that 
are mainly frauds and steals, and has 
hundreds of millions of dollars in 
gold lying idle in its Treasury, and is 
ready 8 ad its people are willing to 
use the public means for any wilil 
scheme backed by any influential 
ring, and when no mciney that is 
spent is grumbled at but that which 
is paid 'to the maimed or invalid sur- 
vivors of the Union army—it is well, 
we say, that a roll bf the men who 
are receiving, in their poverty and 
want, the mere stipend from the 
Govern ment that they saved, should 
be published. 


By all means let us have it done, 


and opposite each name let there be 
the suna that this Government, so 
rich that it cannot spend its money, 
and that is BO spendthrift on every 
hand but that of gratitude, pays to 
the me a who saved it in war and are 
still its surest guardian in peace. 
With shis roll and list let there be 
published also a roll and list of the 
hundreds 
of millions of dollars 


squandered on useless matters, in 
river and harbor robberies and on 
useless 
officeholders. 
Particularly 


let the list of officeholders be printed 
and compared with it, and let the 
list show how many of the eighty-fire 
or nicety thousand officeholders in 
the llepublic were soldiers in the 
Union army, and how many of them 
who are living on high salaries never 
raised their arms to defend the 
Union, and yet are living on the 
Government Treasury now, and carp- 
ing, at' great reformers, at the money 
being paid to the men who were die 
ablod in the war, and are in want 
now. 


Snro enough, lot us have the list 


that tliese carpers of Union soldiers 
are calling for. It is time the 
llopnlilic should print and the world 
hhould see the American Boll of 
Honor. By a)l means and from every 
consideration it should be printed. 
Let it be particularized as in a faith- 
ful picture to the last dash of the 
brash. 
Let it show the name, the 


residence, the wounds or injuries, the 
present condition, the houses they 
live ia if possible, and all their de- 
pendent families with them.

there be no treatment of art to make 
the picture fairer or worse than it ie. 
Let it stand to the world as the pic- 
ture, in its severest integrity, of the 
condi lion of the men who were disa 
bled ia the war that saved a nation 
so weak then, but so powerful anc 
wealthy now that no citizen can 
compute its weath, nor nil of its own 
vaults hold its treasure. 
Let these 


men who risked life to save the 
Kopublic's life at $13 a month in 
cheap money, which has since been 
made good and full dollars to every 
body but the soldiers of the Union 
array, bo stalked before the world on 
cmtches or carried before it on dying 
stref'jherrf, 
tliiif {he world may see 


wh«e mid to whom this money to 
pensioners--to tie men who aavet 
its liCo —go?s. It is time the work 
saw it, arid time that the world saw 
in itjt detail^ that the American Gov- 
ernment doen pay its defenders and 
saviours at least in part. 
It is a 


pity that there is not some artist 
great enough to paint on a double 
canvass—two pictures 
in one—a 


picture, which would represent the 
helpless Kepublic and its loyal de- 
fenders during tbe war, and the 
powerful Republic and its surviving 
defenders now. The first should 
hnvc in it the boys and raon march- 
ing from home, applauded by all 
tltoir neighbors, and assured by them 
aud tbe G-overurneut that such horo- 
iara should never be forgotten, nor 
the families of snob heroes ever suffer 
froi i want. 
It should show the 


camp, the march, the battle, the hos- 
pital, 
the 
long 
graves, 
and 


tlio banner over them all. 
It should 


show 
the 
willing deaths before 


bayonet 
and 
cannon, the deaths 


in liospitals with out sunshine and 
prisons without food, where hope and 
heart died in pain which seemed 
never to end, 
and in torture which 


seemed 
always to increase; tho 


deaths of boys before they were men, j 
of husbands and fathers dying with j 
notliing of home near them but the ' 
light of it in their eyes and the love j 
of it in their hearts. 
It should show 


the return of the living and the; 
gra ves of the dead—the utmy of |the . 
ambulance, the crutch, aud theg«idef j 
and the silent army left to guard j 
for time the conquered soil. 
Genius 


could certainly make, what is so 
priced in art, an elegant contrast be- 
tween the army going out with flying 
banners, high hearts, aud intrepid 
step, and the army as it returned, as 1 
far as it returned at all. Then in 
supplement to tins, a portrayal of 
the situation now, 
of the opulent 


Government, the maimed or invalid 
survivors of the war, and the knot of 
carpers in good health and comfort- 
able circumstances pointing their fin- 
gers in derision at the money which 
the Government is paying to the 
men in need who saved it 


Oh, yes, let us have the picture. 


Let us send 
this procession on 


crutches before the world at large, 
each holding in his hand, if he. has 
any hand left, the pittance that the 
preserved and prosperous govern- 
ment is paying him in his poverty 
now, and see with him his family, if 
thoy are here to march with this re- 
spected legion of crippled heroes, so 
thnt the world may seethe whole pic* 
ttrte in its entirety, and integrity. 
The world has seen the procession of 
bondholders, who, in the Bepublic'e 
extremity, lent it cheap money, and 
hss seen it march to the national 
treasury, and every man in it paid 
the last cent in money worth a hun- 
dred cents to the dollar, and a good 
many of them in money that was 


worth two hundred cents to the dol- 
or. 
It has -seen everybody and 


>verything connected with the war 
marched to the American treasury, 
and the cheap money paid to them, 
as it was during the war, made good 
money—the actual gold of the mar- 
cet of the world. 
Alone of all men 


who aided by their arms or money 
ha Government in its distress, tbe 
>rave soldiers have never had the 
cheap money of the war made good. 
Cheir f 13 a month, which was onlj, 
n reality, $0 a month in the cheap 
money time, still stands $6—the $6 
a month that the soldier's family had 
a live on while he was in the army. 
So let us have the procession on 
crutches of all who can hobble, and 
.n the picture side panels of those 
who are on dying beds at homo or in 
;he keep of hospitals and poor houses. 
An i let there bo put on each hero's 
[jack who is still alive, or on the 
jrave of each hero who is dead, the 
the exact sum of the pension from 
Government which so many 
peo- 


ple in good health are whining over. 
Let the pallid faces of the men who 
makeup this army on the edge of the 
grave not plead to their escape. 
Let 


the discipline which ia proposed for 
these men of the Republic, aud them 
alone, force every man into the ranks 
and into the march. The carpers 
want to see all of them, every last 
man; they think there are frauds and 
cheats among them, and there are, as 
there have been in every human ar- 
my that ever lived. 
But this will 


differ from the common by showing 
fewer imposters and more deserving 
heroes than any army ever mustered. 
The world should see it, to see how 
noble it is in so many respects, and 
how doubif ul it is in so few. 


So let it be mustered and let it be 


reviewed, with every man bearing on 
his back the story of his record as a 


•fbe f »i% 


soldier, and let it be reviewed by the 
carpers who growl at any pension 
paid to a soldier. If possible it would 
be well to have the procession of 
carpers march with or directly after, 
and each of its men bearing on bis 
back the story of where he was dur- 
ing the war, how much money he is 
worth now, how ranch tax he pays 
towards these pensions now, and how 
much his security in life and pros- 
perity in property now was secured 
to him by the men who did go to the 
war. 
That vrould be interesting. 


Let us have the two musters—with 
Grant and Sherman at the head of 
one, and the chief carpers at 
pen- 


sions paid to soldiers at the head of 
the other. 
And then let us have the 


judgment of the world on the two.
